Most of New York's Stores Hold 
Aloof ** inqyemont Spread- 
Country. 








While leading. banking interests of 
‘this city, pursuant to their pledge to the 
Federal Reserve Board, extended their 
ct yesterday to the deflation of 
credits and high commodity prices, New 
York retail stores gave no intimation of 
any intention te join the price slashing 
to the extent reported from other sec- 


tions of the country. 

No recruits ‘were “reported ‘for the 
sweeping ‘‘ 20 per cent. off’? movement 
which has been in effect in some large 
‘stores here for more than two weeks, 
at the same time this 20 per cen} 
represented about the limit of general 
réductions. There were, of course,: iso- 
lated sales in progress on isolated lines, 
at which greater reductions were adver- 
tised. On the other hand, some stores 
which had clung to high_prices in the | 
face of the start of the: price-cutting 
movement, still were offering such 
items as straw hats from $6 up, and 
mefi's suits in one case from $65 up, and 
in &nother from $75 up. 

Reports from the financial district 
were that the banking policy set in mo- 
tion by the Federal Reserve Board had 
been effective in reducing speculative 
loans against securities to the extent ot 
hundreds of millions of dollars in the 
last two weeks. It was said that one 
prominent trust company had cut down 
credits of this character $100,000,000 in 
the ‘last three weeks. 

Banks in the wholesale dry goods and 
general merchandise districts have been 
proceeding along the same lines, and to 
the pressure exerted by such institu- 
tions men familiar with merchandising 
méthods attfibuted the wave of price 

cutting in many retail trades, particu- 
larly the large department stores. — 

That this pressure ts to be intensified 
wns intimated yesterday by a report 
current in the financial district that 
downtewn banks which to a large de- 
gree control the operations of uptown 
banks had advised drastic curtailment 
of loans to-merchants who fail to com- 
ply with the Government's deflation 
program.

With every recurrent’ dis- 
order of the kind it becomes more 
manifest that the Reds have déclared 
a state of warfare in which, for ‘the 
public, neutrality is suicidal. The only 
possible remedy is organization of the 
kind that broke the English’ trans- 
portation strike. “he public must act 
in its-own defense. The milk com- 
panies have their route lists, and in 
every district there are enough auto- 
mobiles to take over, if need be, the 
task of delivery. 

The question is not merely of a 
single, isolated crisis. Such strikes

Colonel 
Rooseve.t worked the legendary Pey- 
rose in 1912. But the actual man is 
not the imagined monster.. He has 
great ability; otherwise he could not 
hdve maintained himself as he has, 
His judgment of men and measures is 
uncommonly shrewd, In the Senate 
he seldom speaks, His most weighty 
contributions to debate are asides ‘or 
remarks in the cloakroom, Yet his 
advice in public affairs is as much 
sought and heeded as that of any Sen- 
ator that could be named, He has 
never. pretended to be a model of civic 
virtue. But the fact is that he has 
made himself almost indispensable to 
the Republican Party, At times it 

may think that it cannot live with 
him, but in a year and a political 
emergency like the present it - fears 
that it cannot live without him.

While the reduction or liquidation of 
credits and the prospect of limiting 
non-essential ‘’ borrowings of all 
kinds is an essential element in price 
reduction, and. the -congesting of 
freight has made it necessary . for 
many merchants immediately. to 
realize on their existing stock of 
goods to settle their loans, it is eyi- 
dent that the nation-wide fall. in the 
prices of articles of general use has 
largely been caused by the reluctance 
or refusal of many millions of Ameri- 
cans to buy anything that . they 
didn’t absolutely need, and, before 
even ‘buying that, to hint for the 
place where it was sold. cheapest. 
Before our entrance into the war a 
great many péople economized, ¢ven 
when they had the money. They 
felt that a beneyolent use would be 
made of it abroad. After. April, 1917, 
an immense emount of American 
money was given ‘tor patriotic and. 
humane uses. The ‘Liberty bond is- 
sues were: first Jessons in economy 
and thrift to multitudes of Americans.
